gram is bringing in hundreds of 
defectors. 


Their stories indicate growing 
tensions among the 250,000 or so 
men who make up the regular 
North 
Vietnamese forces 
and 
Viet Cong guerrilla units in the 
south. 


Defectors and captured pris­ 
oners 
are 
increasingly 
com ­ 
plaining of food shortages. One 
recent prisoner said he had eat­ 
en nothing but bananas for five 
day s. Some report that rice is 
severely rationed in their areas. 


Many 
are 
shocked 
by 
the 
hardships of the 60 to 9 0-day 
m arch south. Some arrive in the 
south 
suffering 
with beriberi, 
malaria, or severe dy sentery . 


Many were 
told they were 
coming south to fight Ameri­ 
cans 
and 
find 
themselves 
fighting Vietnamese. 


American airpow er is bey ond 
any thing they had been warned 
about. 


The guerrilla soldiers of the 
south also have their special 
gripes. 


One of the foremost is the in­ 
creasing hardship of their life in 
the field. This is coupled with 
growing fear of American air 
assaults. 
Rice 
shortages 
in 
some areas have added to their 
hardships. 


In recent months there also is 
evidence 
of 
friction 
between 
Viet 
Cong 
troops 
and 
North 
Vietnamese regulars. 


All 
these 
complaints, 
and 
many 
more, 
are 
unlikely 
to 
cause serious defections at this 
stage of the w ar. But they are 
ready 
targets 
f o r propaganda 
and this is going out daily via 
leaflets, radio broadcasts, front­ 
line 
loudspeakers 
and 
even 
loudspeakers 
on 
low 
fly ing 
planes. 


About 
800 
defectors, 
called 
Q u y Chanhs — returnees — are 
now organized as arm ed psy ­ 
chological 
w arfare 
platoons. 
They go into Viet Cong territory 
with appeals 
to ham lets 
and 
villages. 


All this is part of the Chieu Hoi 
—open 
arm s—program 
which 
has been going on with vary ing 
effectiveness 
since 1963. 
Alto­ 
gether it has brought about 35,* 
000 guerrillas or regular North 
Vietnamese troops over to the 
side of South Viet Nam. 


The senior American adviser 
to the program , financed in part 
by U.S. aid, is a psy chological 
w arfare ex pert, M L. Osborne, 
who began as a teacher and 
wound up as a psy -war officer 
in the China-Burma theater dur­ 
ing World W ar II. 


Osborne later served as a psy - 
w ar officer under Gen. Douglas 


M acArlhur in Japan and 
was i 
director of the program directed 
at Korean and Chinese prison­ 
ers during the Korean war 


His figures show that 
9,252 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam ­ 
ese regulars have defected so 
far this y ear—-against only 11,- 
124 for all last y ear. 


He ties the defection rate di­ 
rectly to the increase in mili­ 
tary pressure ex erted by grow­ 
ing U.S. forces in South Viet 
Nam. 
He concedes, 
however, 
that 
the defection rate is going up 
because there are more Viet 
Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
now to draw from. 
This gets into a favorite pas­ 
time of pundits ori the guerrilla 
was 
in 
South 
Viet 
Nam—the 
numbers game. 
Statistics can he produced to 
prove that the North Vietnam ­ 
ese are bringing down some 3,- 
500 men a month over the Ho 
Chi Minh trail. It is claimed 
that the Viet Cong are enlisting 
a sim ilar num ber each month. 
This means that the Commu­ 
nist 
force, 
by 
the 
numbers 
gam e, increases at the gross 
rate of 7 ,000 men monthly . 
Discounting the loss of about 
1,500 defectors and about 1,000 
battle-dead monthly the figures 
still show the Communists gain­ 
ing. 
Add to this a South Vietnam­ 
ese 
desertion 
rate 
of 
6,500 
monthly and the totals appear 
worse. 
All these figures however, are 
unreal. 
South 
Vietnamese 
deserters 
freq uently just go home for an 
illegal vacation and come back, 
sometimes in another unit or 
service. The Communist death- 
toll is almost totally based on 
body count and does not alway s 
include losses to air attacks to 
disease, wounds or those dead 
dragged from the field. 


Conseq uently , American offi­ 
cers 
feel that 
the open-arms 
program is making a real dent 
in 
Hu- Communist forces arid 
there are plans to step it up. 
Defectors usually surrender to 
a local official or a militia unit 
and gel a minimum of 45 day s 
reindoctrination. They then get, 
a one y ear draft deferment and, 
in theory , are reintegrated into

W\SHIN(iTON — The nation's crime rate will 
•oar as a result of (lie Supreme Court decision last 
week that drastically limits police authority to in­ 
terrogate suspects and win confessions. 
Such is the opinion of law enforcement officers 
surv ey ed from coast to coast. New York Police 
Commissioner Howard Leary say s the High Court 
ruling “ will certainly restrict our effectiv eness,” 
adding that a “ great number of persons who are 
In fact guilh will not successfully he prosecuted.” 
Philadelphia Police Chief Ed­ 
ward J . Bell say s the court has 
made 
“ complete 
and 
compre­ 
hensiv e” inv estigations of crime 
“ nex t to impossible.” Police Chief 
Noel 
A. 
J ones of 
Indianapolis 
say s that his men hav e again 
been “ shackled” by starry -ey ed 
J urists. 
“ Criminal trials will no long­ 
er be a search for the truth, hut 
LEWIS 
a search for technical error.” say s Boston Police 
Commissioner Edmund L. McNamara. 
The 5 -4 decision is merely the latest in a long 
iw'ries dating hack to the so-called Mallory ruling 
tn 195 ? . In that case, the court freed Andrew Alal- 
lorv . a hardened criminal who had been conv icted 
In W ashington of rape. The court ruled that Mallory 
had been held in custody for an “ unnecessary ” 
period of time — 7 G hours — before he was 
eharged with the crime. 
Mallory 's confession was ruled 
inadmissible 
tnd he was freed, to he arrested two y ears later 
In Philadelphia on a second rape charge. He was 
conv icted and finally sent to jail. 
Stringent 
regulations 
were 
then 
laid 
down 
gov erning the interrogation of criminal suspects 
by Washington police. The so-called Mallory Rule 
drastically reduced police effectiv eness in solv ing 
major crimes. In the v ear before “ Mallory ,” I). C. 
police solv ed almost 5X per cent of the city ’s ser­ 
ious crimes. This figure has been slashed to 27 
per cent and Police Chief J ohn B. Lay ton say s the 
Mallory Rule is the reason. 
The Mallory decision, coupled with other high 
court rulings defining the “ rights” of the criminal, 
has led to a v eritable epidemic of crime in the 
District of Columbia. From J une, 195 7 , through 
December. 1965 , the number of homicides doubled, 
the number or robberies quadrupled, the number 
of house-breakings tripled.

cent. President J ohnson hailed the change, say ing

Wheaton College, w here 1 m ajor 
in political science. I was shocked 
to learn that the voters of Lee 
Cou nty had rejected the .Jail Bond 
Issu e. Being responsib le for the 
adm inistration of local affairs is 
one of the methods b y which we 
can 
preserve 
local 
self-govern­ 
ment. When we reject ou r respon­ 
sib ility for those affairs (su ch as 
in the Jail Bond Issu e), we reject 
ou r responsib ility for local self- 
government 
and 
invite 
federal 
intervention. 


In this era when we decry the 
growth of a gigantic federal gov­ 
ernm ent. we contradict ou r state­ 
m ents b y fu rther weakening local 
governm ent and thereb y adding, 
b y ou r own actions, to the respon 
sib ilities of the federal level. 


M\ su ggestion is this: let’s wake 
u p and realize that the only way 
to preserve ou r tradition of local 
self-government is to u se it: 
to 
u tilize ou r own resou rces to solve 
ou r prob lem s. This is the tradi­ 
tion of the Fou nding Fathers, As 
we deny this privilege of govern­ 
ing ou r local affairs, we will aid 
the disintegration of this system 
and fu rther the growth of federal 
government and control.
